Lady Mabel, 
who is a daughter of the fifth Earl of 
Annesley, resumed her family name in 
1914, and in that year also her son 
assumed the name of Annesley when he 
succeeded to the Annesley estates upon 
the death of the sixth Earl, who was killed 
in action near Ostend during a flight. 
But, while Mr. Annesley got the estates, 
the title went to his cousin, who became 
the seventh Earl. The Annesley family, 
who came to Ireland during the reign of 
William IIL. settled at Castlewellan, in 
Co. Down—at that time known as Clog- 
mahericatt. After his marriage in 1927 to 
Lady Elizabeth, daughter of the Earl of 
Roden, Mr. Annesley and his wife went 
big game hunting in Africa. 


Now for the Burren! 


Every place has a season in which it is 
best for a visit. In his latest book, I see, 
Mr. Stephen Gwynn recommends holiday- 
makers to visit the Burren now. As most 
people know, the Burren is a wild, rocky 
region in the north-west of County Clare. 
It is built of those pallid hills that form 
so strange a view.from Galway or Salthill, 
across the Bay; it must be the barest part 
of all these countries, a very wilderness. 
In late May and early June the Burren 
is transformed; for now, Mr. Gwynn 
observes, it ““is one vast rock-garden. 
Along the road from Ballyvaughan to 
Black Head you can find within a few 
hundred yards quantities of the tiny blue 
yentian (verna), the bluest flower that God 
ever made; the scarlet-pink geranium 
(sanquineum), very rare and very con- 
spicuous; and quantities of Dryas octo- 
petala, a flower which hardly occurs 
elsewhere in these islands. Springing 
from one strong root, it spreads over the 
whole face of a boulder, covering it with 
creamy-white flowers, as big as those of a 
common cistus, but growing erect, not 
trailing.”’

Che Road of the Dishes 


When I visit the Burren—and I am fond 
of the drive up the Corkscrew Hill to 
the favoured spa resorts of North Clare— 
I always recall the story of the Road of 
the Dishes, and reflect that it is a perfect 
example of R. L. Stevenson’s theory that 
every scene has some perfect tale ig it, its 
very soul, 

The story goes that the generous King 
Guaire was at dinner one day, at his 
comfortable home beside Gort, when the 
plates and dishes were plucked suddenly 
from the tables by an unseen force and 
carried soaring through the air. Guaire 
and the nobles took to horse, and rode 
after the flying dishes, by the road that 
follows the south side of Galway Bay, into 
the stark desert of the Burren ; and at last 
they saw the whole table d’hdte come to 
ground where Marbhan the Hermit and a 
disciple were sitting. The hermit ex- 
plained that the disciple, a lad with a 
very healthy appetite, apparently, had 
grown hungry; he himself, therefore, had 
prayed the dishes to him. 


A Senator’s Castle 


Dungorey, where Senator Gogarty 
possesses a splendid castle in almost 
perfect preservation on a rocky hillock 
that juts into Galway Bay, takes its name 
from King Guaire—the word, of course, 
means Guaire’s Fort. The castle is what 
is called a pele-tower, a medieval] build- 
ing planted there to guard the raad 
beisveen Galway and North Clare. 

I hope that no Marbhan will be fasting 
in the Burren if ever Senator Gogarty 
entertains company at Dungorey. 


Railway Horticulture 


One of the things that is remembered 
with most heart-felt gratitude by the 
traveller by train is the occasional railway 
station where those in charge are lovers 
of flowers, and have made the halting 
place a bower of beauty. Flowers seem to 
do extraordinarily well beside a railway. 
At this time of the year the steep em- 
bankments are literally carpeted with 
primroses and cowslips; and, a little later 
on, ox-eyed daisies will make them lovely 
too. At the country station whose 
guardians go in for such things, flowers 
and flowering shrubs beat all records, and 
the few minutes’ delay there may be a 
real pleasure, instead of a reminder of the 
hideousness of shabby buildings. A short 
time ago I saw what I hope may be the 
advance guard of a great new plan for 
beautifying railways, quite apart from 
the labour of the halting place horticul- 
turist. In a crevice of one of the stone 
bridges that cross the line not so far from 
Dublin a plant of aubretia had been 
placed—by the wind or by some good 
Samaritan. There it had flourished and 
spread, until the grey wall was almost 


shrouded in pale heliotrope.

At Skerries 


THOUGHT the Leinster “Two 
Hundred ' one of the best of the 
races since the distance was increased in 
1931.

Bray Circuit 
ATURDAY’S event at Bray will open 


the car racing season. With so many 
exceptionally fast cars on the short sea- 
side course the spectators will have no 
time to lose interest. ‘There should be 
thrills for those who want to be thrilled, 
plenty of speed, and ample opportunities 
for good driving, which is the best part 
of car racing. 

The entries have already been discussed 
in the Irish Times, They number 27, and 
a field of 24 or 25 can almost be guaran- 
teed. Practising on Thursday morning 
may shed some light on the chances vf 
ithe various drivers. At present none 
seems to have an outstanding chance on 
handicap. 

Last year, it may be recalled, R. B. S. 
Le Fanu, who won the race, became a firm 
favourite when the practising times were 
revealed. 

Bray is'a very pleasant place in which 
to watch a race, and when it is finished 
one has not the same desire to rush home 
as is usual after most other events. One 
can have tea in the town—there are 
plenty of places, including some unpre- 
tentious houses that are well worthy of 
recommendation. After tea it is possible, 
without a great deal of imagination or 
enterprise, to find amusing things to do. 


Road Race Off 


HE committee. of the Dublin and 
District Motor Cycle Club have de- 
cided to abandon the Straffan road race, 
fixed for 1st June. Their sole reason for 
this decision is the matter of expense, 
the chief item being insurance, the pre- 
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miums of which are very high for this 
course. . 

The club have another road race date— 
28th September, and the committee will 
do their utmost to fulfil this date and 
supply the local members and others with 
an inexpensive road race, 

Instead of the Straffan race, the club 
intend holding another open grass track 
meeting, and have applied to the 
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The Highway Code in Easy 
Stages * —3. 
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N EVER overtake unless you can 
see sufficiently far ahead to do 
so with safety. Remember that the 
brow of a steep hill or a hump-backed 
bridge is as dangerous as a sharp bend, 
because it conceals oncoming traffic. 

Do not overtake at cross-roads or 
road junctions, except when there is 
some system of control in operation, 
such as a ‘‘ roundabout,’’ which 
makes it possible for you to do so 
with safety. 

When you decide to overtake other 
traffic sound your horn unless you are 
satisfied that such a precaution is 
unnecessary. 

After overtaking go back to the 
left side of the road, but not before 
you can do this without inconvenience 
to the person overtaken. 

Do not cut in. Remember the 
right-hand side of the road belongs 
first to oncoming traffic. Never over- 
take, therefore, unless it is clear that 
you can pass and get back to the left 
side of the road again without 
making either the person overtaken, 
or a person approaching from the 
opposite direction, check speed or 
sie direction suddenly. 

When being overtaken by another 
driver try to help, and not to hinder. 
Never accelerate at such a moment. 
Keep well to the left, and if the road 
is clear signal him on. Such a signal 
does not absolve the overtaking 
driver from the duty of satisfyin 
himself that he can overtake wit. 
safety. ; 

Subject to any local provision to 
the contrary, tramcars may be over- 
taken on either side. Before you 
overtake a tramcar which is about to 
stop or is stationary, watch carefull 
to see if the passengers are ined. 
ing to board or alight. Go slowly or 
stop as the circumstances require.

WARSAW, Sunday. . 
ARSHAL PILSUDSKI, virtual dicta- 
_ tor of Poland, died here at 9.30 this. 
evening. Reports of his illness have been. 
current for some months, but were at 
first denied, and recently the Marshal was 
well enough to receive Mr. Anthony Eden 
ma his Warsaw visit. ! 

A few days agó it was admitted that 
the Marshal was suffering from uremia, 
and on this account M, Laval, French 
Foreign Minister, was unable to have con- 
versations with him, . 

Marshal Pilsudski is generally acclaimed 
as the creator of modern Poland, and his 
opinion on all important political staps 
was sought, even by the Opposition parties. 
He was a dictator, inasmuch as no im- 
portant decision could be taken without 
consulting him. 

Born at Zulow, in the province of 
Wilno, on December 5, 1867, of a noble 
family, who lost a large part of their 
estates following an anti-Tsarist rising in 
1863, the young Pilsudski was brought up 
in an atmosphere of bitter hatred for 
Russian tyranny. 

The most difficult and discouraging 
years of his stormy and eventful life were 
those spent as a revolutionary in Russian 
Poland. He was arrested and imprisoned 
twice, and at the age of 20 he was exiled 
to Siberia, following his arrest on charges 
of being involved in a plot to assassinate 
Tsar Alexander III. 


TOKYO MISSION 


In 1905, during the Russo-Japanese 
fighting in Manchuria, he went to Tokyo, 
and tried to get backing for an uprising 
in the Russian rear, but failed to convince 
the Japanese that his plan was feasible. 

His chance came in 1914. Up to that 
time he had bravely struggled to convince 
his people of the possibility of achieving 
independence by an armed revolt. The two 
failures of 1830 and 1863 had taught their 
lesson, and Pilsudski had to struggle not 
only against Russia, but also against the 
defeatism of his countrymen, who favoured 
a compromise with the Russian Govern- 
ment. 

At the outbreak of war in 1914 
Pilsudski was personally in command of 
the First Brigade of the Polish Le ion, 
which was to become the backbone of the 
Polish Army. By.June, 1917, all Polish 
units, which up till then had been incor- 
porated in the Russian, German and 
Austrian Armies, acknowledged Pilsudski 
as their leader. He, however, refused to 
swear allegiance to the Central Powers, 
and was arrested by the Germans in 
Warsaw in J uly; 1917, and imprisoned in 
the fortress of Magdeburg.

M. LAVAL'S WARSAW 
SUCCESS

HE conference, behind closed doors, 
between the foreign Ministers of the 
four members of the Balkan Entente— 
Rumania, Yugoslavia, Turkey and 
Greece—came to an end last night, and 
M. Yevtitch left for Belgrade following a 
gala reception given by King Carol. 
One of the greatest difficulties of the 
conference, according to reports that have 
leaked out through diplomatic circles, was 
to reconcile the attitude of Yugoslavia 
with that of the other members of the 
Entente respecting the re-arming of the 


ex-enemy countries—Bulgaria, Austria 
and Hungary. 
The fact that the Czechoslovakian 


Minister to Rumania visited the confer- 
ence on several occasions has led to the 
belief that in future Czechoslovakia, 
although not a member of ---v group, will 
co-operate in full measure with the Bal- 
kan Entente. 

M. Yevtitch, the Yugoslav Prime 
Minister and Foreign Minister, will in the 
near future visit Signor Mussolini with a 
view to closer collaboration between the 
Little Entente and Italy, whose points of 
view regarding both Austria and Hungary 
are not sufficiently clearly defined to 
please all concerned. 

The fact that M. Titulescu, the Ruma- 
nian Foreign Minister, during yesterday 
had conferences with the Soviet Minis- 
ter to Rumania and with M. Paul Bon- 
cour, the well-known French statesman, 
whose visit here tallies with the confer- 
ence, has been noted with interest.
